The more reprehensible athletes 
have found a sneak attack is the 
best way to gain a quick,, 
undeserved advantage. They've 
also discovered referees are too 
cowardly or quite powerless to 


stop them. If all a person cares 
about is winning, they'd have to be 


morons not to use the sneak attack | 


at every available opportunity. 

Few fans appreciate how 
devastating this maneuver is to the 
victim. Many grapplers are too badly 
stunned to wrestle properly. Dazed 
from the blows, they cannot fully 
realize their potential. Not only are 
they deprived of an even chance, 
the fans are cheated of the 
exhibition they paid good money to 
see. Remember, everyone is " 
cheated when a sneak attack takes 
place.

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Killer Brooks ruthlessly attacks Tony Matino at a televised—and 


supposedly peaceful—contract signing. Brooks was not penalized 
or fined for this, although-the savage rabbit punch made Marino 
slightly dizzy for the match, held only a few short days later. 


It's incredible to anyone who 
cares about the sport that there are 
no sanctions against the sneak 
attack besides a mild reprimand. 
Why. aren't the men immediately 
disqualified? Why aren't they fined 
and/or suspended on a regular 
basis? The answers are painfully 
clear; some official cowardice is at 
work. 

Despite their many protestations 
of being controlled by the 
commissions, wrestlers obviously 
have a lot of power. If an infamous 


_grappler doesn't like the way he’s 


being treated, he can always go to 
another area where the reception is 
a little more mild. To accomodate 
him, to make sure he’s drawing fans 
to the arenas, the commissions will 


} 


ignore the reprehensible tactics. 
The promoters know if they punish 
too hard, the wrestlers will go to 
another area. And that could mean 
the promoter loses a little money. 
When it comes to a choice between 
money and integrity, guess which 
choice the money men make! 

Now, the fans are also 
responsible to a great degree. A 
promoter, who prefers to remain 
nameless, tried to defend himself 
by blaming the crowd. 

“Look,’’ he began, “| once came 
down really hard on guys who sneak 
attack. Immediate disqualification. 
Heavy fines. More than once, | gave 
a six-month suspension. | refused 
to let a match go on after a guy was

when Fred Blassie has been angry 
with WWWF champion Bruno 
Sammartino. But perhaps the time he 
was angriest was June 26, 1964, the 
night he beat Bruno, yet wasn’t award- 
ed the belt. 

In a ferocious match lasting over 43 
minutes, Sammartino valiantly de- 
fended his championship against 
Blassi. At 42 minutes into the battle, 
Bruno captured Blassie in a bearhug. 
Fred submitted and Sammartino re- 
leased the hold, thinking he had just 
won the match. But Bruno didn’t know 
the referee was not in the ring—he had 
been flipped out of the action a few 
moments earlier and was struggling to 
get back inside the ropes. According to 
WWWAFE rules, the referee must be in 
the ring to calf an end to the battle. 

Blassie seized his opportunity. After 
Bruno had released him from the bear- 
hug, he snuck up behind the WWWF 
champion and kicked him in the groin. 
Bruno fell.to the canvas, then rolled 
out to the ring apron. By this time the 
referee had returned to the ring. He 
proceeded to count out Sammartino. 
Fred Blassie was awarded the match! 

A near-riot was started after the 
referee announced Blassie as the 
winner of the match. Fred walked 
triumphantly back to his dressing 
room, confident he had just won the 
WWWFE title.

For years, people have wondered why scientific, honor- 
able wrestlers never seem to have a shot at Bruno Sam- 
martino’s WWWF title. Is it just coincidence—or the 
sneakiest plot ever foisted on the wrestling public? 


OST FANS IN wrestling ac- 

knowledge the greatness of 
WWWFE champion Bruno Sammar- 
tino. He has become a living legend, 
an image built upon the foundation of 
multitudes of men he has beaten 
during his wrestling career. Many 
people say he is the greatest wrestler in 
the history of the sport, 

Yet even living legends have their 
detractors—people who refuse to ac- 
- knowledge any man’s greatness no 
re cr cote fae “~ matter what proof they have to the 

contrary. And these people do have a 

point: no man should becomeso legen- 

dary that we do not occasionally look 
behind the image to take a look at the 
man within. 

So when some of Sammartino’s 
detractors suggested this magazine 
confirm some lingering suspicions they 
had been having, we agreed to investi- 
gate and review some aspects of Bruno 

_ Sammartino’s career.

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the same cannot necessarily be said for 
some of those who surround him. 

Over the past few years, Bruno has 
proven his wrestling greatness in 
battles against such rulebreakers as 
Spiros Arion, Ivan Koloff, Superstar 
Billy Graham, and Stan Hansen. Yet if 
one looks carefully at the pattern set in 
these matches, it is evident that Bruno 
often must resort to brawling tactics in 
order to win. And since his historic 
battle against Pedro Morales—which 
ended in a draw—Sammartino has 
only wrestled men who are known for 
using less-than-legal tactics. 

When asked about the type of men 
he is usually confronted with, Bruno 
simply replies, “I only wrestle the men 
I am matched with. I do not make the 
matches—the promoters do that.” 

In order to discover why 
Sammartino has only been matched 
with men who are known to be rule- 
breakers, an examination must first be 
made of the wrestling style Bruno has 
employed over the past few years. 

When Bruno first became WWWF 
champion in 1963, he battled all types 
of wrestlers, and could adapt his style 
accordingly. In those days, it was

usually the rulebreakers who gave 
Bruno the most trouble. He started 
training so that he could perfect man- 
euvers to combat this type of wrestler. 
_ Soon enough, Bruno had learned 
how brawling could be the most effec- 
tive tactic for him to use. It became 
standard operating procedure. He 
began to lose touch with his more 
scientific skills, simply because he no 
longer and much need for them. 
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And now, Bruno only faces brawl- 
ers. He still uses many scientific man- 
euvers to defeat his opponents. But he 
is at his best when he is brawling. 

This whole evolution had come 
about by coincidences in match- 
making. In the early days, Bruno had 
to face and defeat some of the toughest 
and cruelest men in the WWWF, and 
he adapted his style to fit them. But 
after his more recent battle against 


another scientific wrestler—Pedro 
Morales—it became clear Bruno had 
lost something he had once had, 

In that match, in which Bruno used 
the best of his skills, Sammartino 
could only go to a draw. Bruno saw 
nothing wrong with this, but the pro- 
moters could see the handwriting on 
the wall. They felt that against scien- 
tific wrestlers, Bruno could no longer 
do as well as he could against rule- 
breakers. It is rumored the promoters 
devised a plan for reducing the risk of 
Sammartino losing his championship 
—they would only match him against 
men who were known to _ be 
rulebreakers. That way, Bruno could 
use his own brawling tactics in return, 
and keep a firm grasp on his WWWF 
title. In other words, the promoters 
began protecting Bruno against scien- 
tific wrestlers! 

There have been many wrestlers 
who have desired a title shot against 
Bruno Sammartino and have been 
turned down, simply because they 
were scientific wrestlers. Two of the 
most notable examples are Chief Jay 
Strongbow and Ivan Putski. Fans 
have demanded that both men be 
allowed to have a shot at Bruno’s title. 
Even Sammartino has expressed 
interest in such battles. But the pro- 
moters. haye turned down these re- 
quests. They have strong suspicions 
about what would happen when Bruno 
was confronted with a strictly scienti- 
fic wrestler. They fear he could lose his 
title. 

One promoter, who wished to 
remain unidentified, told this 
magazine, “Sure, there is a system to 
how we make matches for Bruno 
Sammartino. We pit him against the 
roughest men in the association. It 
always makes for good wrestling.” 

But another promoter disagreed 
with that statement. He told us, “There 
really is no conspiracy to match 
Sammartino against only rulebreak- 
ers. That it has happened so often is 
just a coincidence. A match between 
Ivan Putski and Bruno Sammartino 
might be quite interesting. However, I 
don’t think I will be the one to sign it.” 

So the question remains: Are the 
promoters protecting the WWWEF 
champion against scientific wrestlers, 
or is it just a coincidence that Bruno 
always wrestles men who employ less- 
than-legal tactics? No matter what, the 
promoters can never diminish the fact 
that Bruno is a living legend, and will 
come out on top no matter who he 
wrestles. But someday it would be nice 
if Sammartino battled another scien- 
tific wrestler. Oo

was really quite upset by Bobby’s 
assertions. He has never denied Bobby 
was instrumental in guiding him in his 
career. But Nick has always been an 
independent thinker, quite capable of 
making his own decisions. He was very 
hurt by the story. 

According to the rumor, Nick Bock- 
winkle did what he thought he had to 
do—he fired his manager! 

It has not yet been definitely es- 
tablished if Bockwinkle really did give 
Heenan the ax for that story. But it is 
clear the relationship between the 
wrestler and the manager are 
extremely strained. 

Soon after the accusations came to 
light, Nick stopped paying Heenan.

thing now about the incident. 

At a recent match, Bobby was stillin 
Nick’s corner. But Nick practically 
ignored his manager during the entire 
battle. Heenan would shout instruc- 
tions to his wrestler, but Bockwinkle 
did not seem to be listening to any- 
thing Bobby said. He battled the way 
he thought was best and won. 

Heenan has been known to interfere 
in Nick’s matches in the past. This 
simply cannot be denied. But during 
this match Bobby hardly stirred from 
his position by the ring. It was pain- 
fully clear to those watching that 
Heenan was trying to prove he was a 
good manager. And he was trying to 
prove this to only one man—Nick 
Bockwinkle! 

After the match, Nick totally 
ignored his manager. He wouldn't 


even allow Bobby into his dressing 
room. When reporters tried to talk to 


him about Heenan, Nick changed the’ 


subject. Bobby was seen leaving the 
arena alone. He simply refused to talk 
to anyone about anything. 

Could this mean the end of the re- 
lationship between Bockwinkle and 
Bobby Heenan? That possiblity is 
likely. Yet friends of both men have. 
been trying to bring the two back 
together and work things out, 
according to the story now being circu- 
lated, There has been no word as to 
how successful these efforts have been.

If 
the rumor turns out to be false, he will 
have a lot of explaining to do when he 
has to start talking about his 
dependence on Bobby Heenan.

champion? 

“How could he help but be 
champion?” Rogers asks rhetorically. 
“Look at the lousy competition!” 

One former champion who still very 
much a part of the “lousy” competi- 
tion is Gene Kiniski. This proud 
grappler didn’t demean Funk’s skill; 
Gene despises the man. 

“T’ve seen a lot of guys I didn’t think 
were great champions,” Kiniski states, 
“but Funk is the lowest. I’ve never seen 
anyone so ridiculous. He has no pride 
in the title. I've seen guys use tech- 
nicalities to keep a title—you have to 
be a fool not to—but he cheats worse 
than anyone imaginable! 

“The trouble with Funk is he has no 
class. He’s a stupid cowboy from 
Texas without a shred of integrity. I 
don’t think he even realizes how 
important the NWA title is. He’s justa 
clod who doesn’t have enough sense to 
realize he’s a disgrace!” 

We expected Harley Race to be 
insulting; he’s insulting about every- 
one. Once again, we were startled at 
the response. 

“I think it’s very sad,” Harley de- 
clared in an uncharacteristically soft 
voice, “and I really don’t like to talk 
about it. There’s a special feeling you 





get about a title once you’ve worn it. 
When you lose it, the feeling is like 
watching a child grow up and leave; 
you still feel a connection to the child. 

“When I see what Funk has done to 
the title, | want to cry. It doesn’t mean 
anything to him that he’s supposed to 
represent the best in his profession. All 
he wants is the extra bucks a cham- 
pion gets. The man’s behavior as 
champion could make a maggot gag.” 

This is far from the type of outburst 
one expects from Race. 

“This is a serious discussion,” Race 
explained, “about a most serious 
subject. I’m too upset about Funk’s 
insulting the title to be my usual self. 
And I'd like to say I’m not threatening 
to take back the title. I’m vowing to rid 
the sport of Terry Funk. I don’t care if 
I’m destroyed in the process.” 


Baba the Giant held the title for only 
one week but that’s enough time with 
the title to understand its special 
importance. 

“Td rather not talk about Funk,” 
Baba says, “because to do so would be 
to drag the NWA title through the 
mud. Funk is not worthy of being dis- 
cussed as champion. His conduct has 
been ugly at all times. His cheap tactics 
are embarassing, and are beneath con- 
tempt. I'd rather think the title was in 
retirement at this time than believe in. 
the humiliation it has received at 
Funk's hands. 

“Terry’s ugly tactics, his vile threats, 
the bounties placed on tough

opponents, all make him the worst 
champion in living memory. It’s a 
shame he has the title.”

“Terry has the title,’ Jack says 
matter-of-factly, “and we have to get it 
from him. He’sa bad champion, but he 
is not the worst.

I think history will 
judge Terry as a bad champion but, 
not the worst. _

injured. | thought it was the only 
way to keep the sport honest. 

“Well, after the first time | 
instructed the referee to disqualify 
a guy, the crowd went crazy! They 
were booing louder than | thought 
possible. | thought they were going 
to riot! I've never been so scared— 
or confused. | thought I’d done the 
right thing. 

“It didn't take me long to realize 
the right thing wasn’t the important 
thing. The fans had been deprived of 
seeing a match, a bout for which 
they'd put out a lot of hard-earned 
cash. By having the guy disqualified 
in the opening seconds, they'd been 
cheated. 

“So the fans havea choice. |could 
stop sneak attacks tomorrow if | 
came down hard on them today. The 
fans would have to sacrifice seeing 
a few matches to profit in the long 
run. But, crowds are more 
interested in a night of wrestling 
than in the sport of wrestling. So 
if | go by my principles, I'll lose the 
fans. Then where would | be?” 

So, the promoters, the 
rulebreakers and the fans all share 
responsibility for the worst plague 
to ever hit wrestling. The victims, 
decent wrestlers all over the world,

are helpless to defend themselves. 
They lack the power to singly worka 
change, and wnionization of any 
kind is unknown in wrestling.

Others learn to live 
with arms which can no longer be 
raised above the shoulder. Muscles 
are irreparably torn. The worst 
cases are forced to spend the rest 
of their lives in wheelchairs. 

One such young man, his bright 
future now just a taunting dream, 
remembers the night he went from 
great athlete to cripple. He never

gets through the story without tears 
flowing.
